“FLOCK TO THIS COUNTRY.

Included in the 17,198 
persons who came into the United 
States from Mexico in 1916 were 
$466 women and 5459 children un- 
der 14 years of age. Officials of the 
Bureau of Immigration who have, 
studied the trend of Mexican immi- 
gration are authority for the state- 
ment that the heavy immigration 
from Mexico is due entirely to con- 
ditions in Northern Mexico, which 
have made it necessary for these 
people to get out. The total immi- 
gration from Mexico to the United 
States in the past several years is 
revealed in the following figures: 


for the year there will be 22,500 ar- 
rivals this year. While it is assumed 
that many of these immigrants have 
come over the border for temporary 
residence in this country, the fact 
remains that there were only 659 
departures in 1916, of which 158 
were women and 52 children, and 
573 in 1915, of which 127 were 
women and 41 children.

The British 
now see that the Dardanelles 
dition, if prosecuted longér, would 
have made it impossible for the 
Turks to have turned over large 
bodies of troops to Von Mackensen 
for the conquest ot Dobrudja. No- 
body knows what has become of fhe 
Russian offensive in Armenia, 
but it scems to have died away and 
the Turks are now the main sup- 
port ef the German generals. 

QUIN PRO QUO. 

The whole thing seems perfectly 
hopeless to me. I can't see where 
either side has any chance of beat- 
ing the other. : 

The defeat of Rumania has al- 
ready given the German army an 
enormous amount of supplies, in- 
cluding grain and crude oil. 

The allies are now pressed more 
severely for food than are the Teu- 
tons, 

Hilaire Belloc, the great English 
military critic, looks hopefully on 
next year.

Other critics sneer at all such 
theories of attrition.

If many more British ships are de- 
stroyed, the English will face a se- 
vere food famine.

Moral 


Say Workers Can Give More 
Under its Usages.

Women Trade Unionists Tell 
of Law's Violations,

NEW YORK, Dec. 2.—The eight- 
hour day promises industria] em- 
clency, improves the health of the 
workers and betters moral and social 
conditions, speakers representing 
employers and the medical profes- 
sion agreed at the interstate con- 
ference of the Woman's Trades 
Union League of New York, Phila- 
\déelphia and Baltimore here today. 
The conference will conclude tomor- 
row. 
Dr. Frederick 8. Lee of Columbia 
Univeriity: discussed the eight-hour 
day from the physician's viewpoint, 
Dr. Lee K. Frankel of the Metro- 
politan Life Insurance Company 
gave his views as an employer, and 
Mrs. Florence Kelley, general secre- 
tary of the National Consumers’ 
League, told how the consumer re- 
gards it. | 
“If workers are going to main- 
tain the proper attitude of efficiency 
toward society,“ Dr. Lee said, they 
must be kept in good physical condi- 
tion. This is impossible without the 
eight-hour day. Whenever a shorter 
day has been tried*out the result 


individual, inspired better moral and 


industrial efficiency. 

“Employers say the 
day would cause the diminution of 
output which they could not afford. 
This argument falls to the ground 
as it ig shown that workers can do 
more in eight hours than they can 
in nine, ten or even twelve.“ 

Dr. Lee made a plea for the re- 
duction of working hours for women 
workers to eight and six hours per 
day, depending on the character of 
the work and the capacity of the 
workers. He recommended an in- 
vestigation to determine the maxi- 
mum hours of wark necessary in cer- 
tain callings. 

Dr. Frankel declared himself un- 
equivoecally in favor of the eight- 
hour Gay and said that the work day 
should be made even shorter if the 
nature of the work required it. He 
said his company had already in- 
stalled a seven and a half hour day 
with five-minute rest periods at 11 
and 3:30 o'clock,

ENFORCE HEALTH LAW 


in City Jail, Discovering that 
Many Public Workers Suffer 
from Diseases that are 


Scourge to Safety. 


— 


Public Defender James Pope, 
whose greatest duty is helping the 
derelicts in Police Court to get a 
new grip on life, has started a 
health census. Mr. Pope is of the 
opinion that many of the ordinances 
that are overlooked and not enforced 
should be resuscitated, especially 
some of the health ordinances. 
Mr. Pope stated that one health 
ordinance in particular was called 
to his attention, wherein it is forbid- 
den that anyone with a contagious or 
communicable disease may be em- 
ployed in a restaurant. Mr. Pope 
discovered a man in the last stages 
of consumption who wanted to get 
out of jail and return to his position, 
that of cleaning the silver in one of 
the larger restaurants. 
“That caused me to take a census 
of all the men in jall within a given 
time, culling out the hotel and res- 
taurant workers,“ the defender said, 
“I found that of the men in jail just 
an even 100 per cent. were suffering 
—— either. contagious or infectious 
„ some of the the worst 
— that come 1 
have no idea that all employees ot 
restaurants and hotels who drink and 
get arrested are sufferers from these 
diseases, but all that were in the 
City Jail last month, when I was 
watching the situation, owned to 
having one or the other of v ob- 
jectionable diseases. I shall the 
attention of the restaurant men to 
the ordinance and keep a close 
watch on all arrests made in the 
future, endeavoring to protect pub- 
lic health from contamination from 
this source.“
